Thus Sainte Auguſtine ſaieth, that ru- 
lers ought to ſerue G O D, not onelio 
in liuing godlie and modeſtlie them- 
ſelues, but alſo in bringing others to 
vertue and true Religion , Thus it 
was ſaide to Arcadius the Emperour, 
that godlineſſe was ſufficient to the ſal- 
uation of the noble men, without the 
whiche their Pompe and outwarde 
ſtrength was nothing woorth. Wheres 
vppon (my verie good and vertuous 
Lorde) I may conclude and define 
with Sor omenus, that godlineſſe or 
loue of true Religion, is the greateſi 
honour and renowne of true nobilitie. 
And therefore as Conſtantine ſaide 
ſometimes to Sapors king of Perſia, ſo 
ſay Ito all ſuch of high degrees,which 
fearethe Lorde: like as in keeping of

the light of truth: ſo in following the 
light of truth, as a guide , they at- 
taine ſtraight to the ſacred faith: which 
thing may well inkindle in the lo-
